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Jews and South Africa. 

THE interviews we publish this week with two visitors 
from South Africa do not at first sight appear to confirm the 
disintegration, recently noted in these columns, in the condition 
of our people in the sub-Continent. Only a few months ago a 
wave of anti-Jewish sentiment swept across the land and 
resulted in the passing of a measure frankly designed for the pur- 
pose of excluding the further immigration of Jews. Cheek by jow! 
with this happening, there was an agitation against the Jewish 
method of slaughtering animals, and whatever may be said in 
favour of that movement, we know that it is never undertaken in 
any country unless there be present a considerable bias against 
Jews. Yet Mr. KENTRIDGE, M.P., declaresthat “the general Jewish 
position in South Africa is very satisfactory,” and he is inferen- 
tially confirmed by what .Councillor LOUIS GRADNER tells us. 
It may, however, be that there is not so much incon- 
sistency, as would at first sight appear, between the 
occurrences to which we have alluded and the views 
expressed by the two gentlemen who haye favoured us 
with them. The _ individual Jewish position in South 
Africa may be all that it is described, while yet, as is 
admitted, the stopping of Jewish immigration and the anti- 
Jewish agitation on the score of humaneness, may (we should 
say must) have caused a considerable shock to the Jewish status. 
The material condition of Jews in South Africa may as yet 
have been unaffected. It is almost impossible to say that the 
moral position is as it was before an act excluding Jews from 
the land was placed upon the Statute Book. 

Why is it that this anti-Jewish sentiment has arisen? J ews, 
it must be remembered, have by their energy and their ability, 
done much for the upbuilding of South Africa. By dint of 
their commere‘al zeal- and their enterprise, they have con- 
tributed largely to the success of the country and indeed have 
been no inconsiderable element in securing its safe passage 
through singulayly trying. and troublous times, Is it that 


we have here an exemplification ‘of the theory that in any 7 


country there will come a time, sooner or later, when Jewish 
saturation point will be reached, and when the country 
will not absorb, or its population will refuse to absorb,any further 
wcecretion of our people? If that has happened in South Africa, 
besides being as we say a striking example in proof of the 
theory we have mentioned, then the matter is one not alone for 
the Jews there but for Jewry in general. Indeed, it is possible 
that those who, like the two gentlemen whose words we record 
in another column, reside in the country and take their 
part in its public work, may not appreciate to the full the 
importance to the Jewish people of what has occurred, and with 
that admirable local patriotism which is a strong Jewish 
characteristic, may be disposed to minimise it—even uncon- 
sciously so. But for Jewry at large, apart from the blow at 
Jewish prestige, which anti-Jewish legislation anywhere must 
occasion, there is another yery serious consideration, This is not 
a time when Jews can afford to-have closed agamst them avenues 
ofescape from conditions, economic and social, wellnigh intolerable 
under which they in some lands reside. On the contrary, those 
conditions demand that the fullést freedom for migration shall 
be reserved forthem. And South Africa has been in the past a 
prominent example of the value of the Jew to countries to which 
he has been compelled to turn, by force of untoward circum- 
stances, his wandering weary foot. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


The announcement that the. Rev. L. Rabinowitz, M.A., has had 
conferred upon him the title and dignity of Rabbi, is a matter for 
sincere congratulation to him and to the Community. I think ita 
mistake, however, that no intimation was given concerning the 
persons ‘who took upon themselves the conferring of this appoint- 


ment. We are told that the Hattarat Horaah was granted by “ the 


Rabbinical. Examining Board appointed by the Chief Rabbi of the 


British Empire and the Beth Din.” But of whom does this Board 


consist? And why has the Chief Rabbi departed from what I 
believe would be the usual practice, of himself giving the aspirant 
the coveted honour? Moreover, what is the exact quality of the 
Hattarat Horaah that has been obtained? Is it no more than an 
encouragement to proceed with Rabbinic studies, or does it certify 
that Mr. Rabinowitz has shown himself fully capable of expounding 
Jewish Law and learned in it? 


In view of the recent controversy on the subject of “ Rabbi or 


no Rabbi ?” these questions, if occurs to me, are inevitable. And it 
is the more imperative that they should be answered in the case of 
Rabbi Rabinowitz, seeing that two of his near Rabbinical relatives 
first gave and then repudiated the Hattarat Horaah to Rabbi Levy, 
of Durban. It would be interesting, therefore, to say the least, to 
know whether either of them was on the Board of Examiners 
appointed by the Chief Rabbi. We do not want repeated the 
scandalous proceedings in connection with Rabbi Levy's title, a 
matter which has not yet been cleared up in any way satisfactorily. 


’ One of the other things I should like to know in regard to Rabbi 


Rabinowitz, is whether Dr. Biichler, the Head of Jews’ College (who 
was one of the chief examiners in the case of Rabbi Levy) was one 
of his examiners, and if not why not ? It is difficult to think ofa 
Board of Examiners for the Rabbinical degree in this country with- 
out the assistance of the Head of Jews’ College. 


Mr. M.. Goldberg, B.A., of Jews’ College, spoke out well-and man- 


-fully at the Willesden Green Synagogue, the pulpit of which he 


occupied last week, about the talking that goes on while the services 
are in progress at so many of our Synagogues. Herein Mr. Goldberg 
touched upon a subject which has long been a scandal, and is part 
of the utter indecorum which characterises not a few Synagogues. 
The preacher expressed the view that this behaviour in Synagogues 
accounted for the absence of so many younger members, who 
“refused to pray side by side with those whose idea ofa Syna- 
gogue was more like that of a club where people discuss politics, 
business and what not.” Without desiring in the least to 
controvert the importance of the evil upon which Mr. Goldberg 
has placed his finger, I feel bound to question whether he has 
pointed to the true reason for the absence of young worshippers 
from our Synagogues. For there are some Synagogues where the 
decorum is admirable in every respect, but which do not draw 
within their walls young worshippers. There is always the danger, 
in arriving at conclusions concerning undesirable Communal 
features, of fixing upom.the wrong reason, thus allowing the

right one to escape us. I should not be surprised to find that this 
has been the case with the matter to which Mr. Goldberg so rightly 
called attention. 


The near-sighted folly, if regarded only as a matter of expediency, 
which animated the large majority of the recent Progressive Jewish 
Conference when they refused to allow Zionism to be discussed, was 
shown in the cz parte trouncing their action received at the hands 
of Rabbi Dr. Bernstein a few days later. Nothing that could have 
been said at the Conference could have been more damaging to the 
anti-Zionist or, indeed, the “ Liberal" position than his words 
uttered at a meeting held by the British section of the mixed Jewish 
Agency, a day or two afterwards. He conceded that there were 
anti-Zionists among American “ Liberal” Jews, “ but they were of a 
passing generation,” he added, “stubbornly clinging to the logic of 
nineteenth century theories and with equal stubbornness evading the 
logic of facts.” How far this is a correct diagnosis of the situation, 
I would not venture to say. 


But it seems to me that the Rabbi was on firmer ground when 
he adopted a more general line and declared: 

The establishment of a free, creative Jewish life in Zion, the affirma- 
tion of the deathless nationhood of Israel, the revival of Hebrew culture, 
the realisation of prophetic visions in the social institutions of Palestine, 
were basic in his religion. Without them he could not be a “ Liberal” 
Jew, withont them hiS Judaism would be anwmic, lacking in depth and 
vitality: with them Judaisin was real and passionate, calling for and 
receiving unwavering devetion and sacrifice, 

And he was, I think, on yet even firmer ground when he “scored,” as 
they say in his country, a © Liberal’ Conference illiberally denying 
freedom of discussion to its delegates.” “ They had cut themselves 
off from the body of Israel,’ exclaimed the Rabbi, “ from the springs 
of Jewish life. Such a Judaism would be sterile and dry up.” But 
there are many of us who think this applicable to ~ Liberal” 
Judaism entirely apart from the proceedings of the recent Confer- 
ence, and just because in its doctrine it rejects Zion and all that 


is thereby implied,

And Dr. Shiels, notwithstanding this treatment of a question 
that is vital to our people, throws himself about in a very ecstasy of 
surprised indignation that Jews should resent the manner in which 
the Government has behaved—and I leave aside that abominable 
truckling to the Arabs and breach of the principles upon which the 
Mandate was founded, in the stopping of Jewish immigration into 
Palestine! In the meantime what are Dr. Weizmann and the 
Zionist World-Organisation doing ? All action seems to have devolved 
upon the mixed Jewish Agency. That Zionist—or is it non-Zionist? 
—tail, lalways said, would, when it came into existence, wag the 
dog, but I did not think it would also do all the barking. 


The economic situation of our brethren in Poland is yielding, to 
the wretched creatures who exploit Christianity by snatching Jewish 
souls and ruining Jewish homes, a fine field for their inglorious 
enterprise. Itis always in the poverty and the distress of Jews 
that these harpies find their best opportunity. Indeed, the depth of 
Jewish distress can in almost every case be measured by the 
activity of the missionaries. And the lengths to which they carry 
their impudent frauds on their unsuspecting victims, and especially 
children, is simply appalling. Says a Warsaw correspondent : 

Many of these missionaries pass themselves off as Rabbis, contending 
that they have been sent to collect poor children, and bring them to the 
summer farms for recreation and holidays. Most parents, only too glad 
to secure for the kiddies the fresh air and good food promised and which 
they, themselves, are unable to provide, simply hand over the little ones 
to the strangers without even an attempt at preliminary enquiries. The 


“ delegates” speak Yiddish, and are dressed in civilian clothes, and play 
their part so well that they do not arouse suspicion, 


Then, as the correspondent goes on to explain, after this prepara- 


tion, the children are taken to a farm maintained bv the 


Missionaries, where they are brought up as Catholics and lost to 
their people. Some time ago the B'nai B'rith, under the inspiration 
of Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches of Edinburgh, agreed to undertake some 
activity to counter these attacks upon Jews, and it would be interest- 
ing to know what of a practical nature has been done in Poland, 
where it is evidently much needed. 


Mr. W. H. Stoker, K.C., who represented the Arabs before the 
Shaw Commission, contributes to this month's ENGLISH REVIEW, an 
article which he entitles “ The Palestine Dilemma.” It must be 
said that nothing in the article tends to clear up the dilemma as he 
sees it. On the contrary the article appears to have been written 
as part of or perhaps I should say as an appendix to, his brief for 
the Arabs; and, of course, their hope is so to confuse the issues as 
to make it seem that, because of the doubt thus contrived regarding 
the Mandate, they have @ case against it. What Mr. Stoker contends 
in effect is that the Mandate is ultra vires as against the Covenant 
of the League of Nations. He says that the Mandate was given 
subject to Article 22 of the Covenant, which he quotes as follows: 

To those colon'es and territories which, as a consequence of the late 
war, have ceased to be under the sovereignty of the States which 
formerly governed them and which are inhabited by peoples not yet able 
to stand by themselves under the strenuous conditions of the modern 
world, there should be applied the principle, that the well-being and 
development of such peoples forms a sacred trust of civilisation, and that 
securities for the performance of this trust should be embodied in this 
covenant. 

The best methad of giving practical effect to this principle is that the 
tutelage of such peoples should be entrusted to advanced nations who, by 
reason of their resources, their experience or their geographical position, 
can best undertake this responsibility, and who are willing to accept it, 
and that this tutelage should be exercised by them as Mandatories on 
behalf of the League. 

The charac‘er of the Mandate muat differ according to the stage of the 
development of the people, the geographical situation of the territory, its 
economic conditions and other similar circumstances. 

Certain communitics formerly belonging to the Turkish Empire have 
reached a stage of development where their existence as independent nations 
can be provisionally recognised subject to the rendering of administrative 
advice and assistance by a Mandatory until such time as they are able to 
stand alone. The wishera of thease communities must be a _ principal 
consideration in the selection of the Mandatory, 

in every case of maudate, the Mandatory shall render to the Council 
an annual report in reference to the territory committed to its charge. 

The degree of authority, control, or administration to be exercised by 
the Mandatory shall, if not previously agreed upon by the members of 
the Leadue, be explicitly defined in each case by the Council. 

A per. vanent Commission shall be constituted to receive and examine 
the annual reports of the Mandatories and to advise the Council on all 
matters relat ng to the observance of the mandates.

Thus 
there appears nothing of substance in Mr. Stoker's contention that 
the Mandate for Palestine and the 22nd Article of the Covenant are 
not perfectly compatible. 


Palestine because it alludes only to” certain communities.” 


Mr. Stoker thinks that the omission of any specific reference 
to the Balfour Declaration is significant, and I am inclined to agree 
with him. It shows that at least in the view of those responsible 
for the Covenant there was nothing in it which clashed with the 
Balfour Declaration, otherwise it stands to reason it would have 
been mentioned. It is impossible to believe that if it was thought 
there was any inconsistency, the League would have proceeded to 
formulate the Mandate based as it is on this very article. Nor dol 
see that he is helped much by quoting Article 20 of the Covenant 
as follows: | 

The memers of the League severally agree that this Covenant is 
accepted as abrogating all obligations or understandings inter se which 
are inconsistent with the terms thereof, and solemnly undertake that 
they will not hereafter enter into any engagement inconsistent with the 
terms thereof. 

In case any member of the League shall, before becoming a member of 

the League, have undertaken any obligations inconsistent with the terms 
of this Covenant, it shall be the duty of such member to take immediate 
ste _s to procure its release from such obligations. 
Indeed the clause if anything is all against him, because its provision 
depends entirely on whether such obligations as are alluded to are 
inconsistent with the terms of the Covenant. 
thought the obligations implied in the Balfour Declaration con- 
stituted such an inconsistency, and that is why Great Britain did 
not take any steps “to procure its release from such obligations.” 
Far from doing so it entered into the further obligations of the 
Mandate which had for its definite object the implementing of those 
obligations. It looks then altogether as if Mr. Stoker had discovered 
a proverbial mare's nest, 


The Departmental Committee on Maternal Mortality and 
Morbidity, presided over by Sir George Newman, chief Medical 
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Officer of the Ministry of Health, has just issued its Report. In the 
course of its findings, I observe, a very gratifying tribute is paid to 
the Jewish Maternity Home at Stepney. The Committee found 
that the total maternal mortality in the country from childbirth 
itself was, in 1929, 4.3 per thousand of all live births, while at the 
Maternity Home the average was but 0.72 per thousand. This is the 
more satisfactory seeing that in this respect the Home ranks third 
lowest of all lying-in institutions mentioned in the report, the two 
lower being the British Hospital for Mothers and Babies at 
Woolwich 0.71 and the East End Maternity Hospital 0.68. 


One of not the least galling considerations of all that are in. 
volved in the old, old question— Wo/in?—is that there is searce a 
time that it does not seem to be answered almost automatically, by 
an invitation to Jews to come and settle, the invitation, however, 
being soon turned into a literal bar against their immigration, or 
the place to which they have been invited proving of no use to 
them. A little while ago, Mexico made a most tempting offer to do 
something to obviate the effects of the American Alien Immigration 
restriction, but after close investigation by experts, it was found 
that the country was, for one. reason or another, quite unsuitable. 
Then Peru made like overtures, and the extent to which they have 
proved available, | cannot say, although I believe a certain number 
of our people have settled recently in the Republic. 


And now we have the Rev. Dr. L. Raffalovich, who was sent out 
to Brazil by the Ice, to act as a sort of spiritual adviser to Jews 
there, declaring that the country “offers a splendid field for the 
colonisation of Jews from Eastern Europe in the near future.” He 
says that about 20,000 Jews, half of the total Jewish population, 
have arrived there during the last five vears. This statement 
certainly appears to be encouraging, to say the least of it, and it ts 
backed up by Dr. Julio Prestes, the President-elect of Brazil, who 
has given an open invitation ta” Jewish immigrants from Eastern 
Europe" to enter the country. In view of the condition of affairs 
in Palestine, denominated as we Jews had been led to think for a 
National Home for any or all of the race there to settle as Jews in 
comfort and in security, what Dr. Raffalovich has to say is, as I put 
it, encouraging. But we have to wait and see how long it will be 
before even the huge.country of Brazil reaches Jewish saturation 
point. Then the problem—Wo/in ’—must again arise.

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Obituary. 


BERGER. 

Rabbi J. Lew writes: 

Through the untimely passing of Rabbi Myer Berger, of the Commer- 
cial Road Great Synagogue, the London Jewish community is.bereaved of 
an outstanding personality and a highly intellectual figure. Born forty- 
two years ago in Rawa, Poland, of a Chassidic family, Meyer Berger had 
early shown an uncommon aptitude for learning, and while still a boy 
had become noted as a Talmudist. He came to London from Pcland six 
years ago and was appointed Rav to the Commercial Road Great Syna- 
gogne, which community he devotedly served until his death. Rabbi Myer 
Berger's character was marked by decp piety, selflessness and modesty. 
A student by nature, he devoted his short-lived life to the study and 
research of Rabbinical literature. 


J. SILVERMAN (New York). 


Rabbi Joseph Silverman, whose death is announce! from New 
York at the age of seventy, was one of the most prominent Rabbis of 
America. He was the author of several pamphlets, and a_ well- 
known contributor to the Jewish and lay Press. He was an active 
supporter of the Zionist Movement. 


Mr. S. P. SOLOMON, 


Mr. Samue! Philip Solomon, who died on Saturday last in his 
eighty-fourth vear, was a founder of the Brondesbury Synagogue

Society. 


Dayan H. M. LAZArwUs, Rabbi, writes: 


By the death of Mr. Samuel Philip Solomon, who passed away on 
Saturday morning -tlast, in his cighty-fourth: year, the Brondesbury 
Synagogue lost one cf its founders. “Sam Solomon ”—as he was fondly 
called by his numerous friends- was among the first who took definite 
steps in October, 1900, towards forming a congregation in the Brondesbury 
district, and scrved on the several Committees who found the ways and 
means for the erection of the Synagogue in 1905. In that year he, with 
Mr. Alfred Van Noorden as his partner, acted as “ Bridegroom of the 
Law” and presented a Sepher Torah to commemorate the occasion. Mr.

He will be 
missed by many, and the sincere sympathy of the Brondesbury Community 
flocs out to his widow who, with her remarkable devoticn and understand- 
ing, encouraged him in his Communal service, as well as to his relatives.

The Provinces. 


—— 


By Mentor. 


OT for the first time I have been devoting some part of 
my holiday this year to travelling in some of the 
provincial centres where Jews aggregate. Compared with 
those in which it would be difficult to find more than a 

few Jews here and there or indeed none, the districts in this country 
which contain anything like extensive congregations of our people 
are really but few. Take away, say, a dozen places up and down the 
land, and there would hardly be a considerable Community outside 
the Metropolis. In the non-industria! portions of the country Jews 
are scarcely visible, and there are several industrial districts 
where their absence is noticeable toanvone who is looking for them. 
At this time of the vear of course some sea-side resorts barbour 
many of the race on recuperation bent. But there are any number 
of places on the coast, or other spots, where jaded mortality 
secks renewed health and vigour. to which it is quite safe 
for those Jews to repair who like to feel that the au they 
breathe is uncontaminated by the breath of the sons and 
daughters of their own ethnically national kith and kin. The 
estimate of our: tale in this country all told is but some 
300,000, and of these it is said about 175,000 are living within 
sound of Bow Bells or of that wider area comprised in Greater 
London. Seeing that the total population of the country is 
said to be about Forty Millions. it is not matter for wonder that, 
especially having regard to the incurable tendency of Jews to con. 
centrate in given areas, there should be so many parts where 
few Jews can be descried. Let me add that the figures I have giver, 
besides being approximate, are but estimates and have been arrived 
at without that sifting and testing. which could be given them by 
some organisation devoted to statistical studies. We were long ago 
promised something of the sort by the B'nai Brith, but all that has 
happened is that the proposal has gone to swell the formidable list 
of unperformed promises which that Society has to its credit. 


WELL, REGARDING “THE PROVINCES "'—using the colloquialism 
to indicate Jewish Communities outside the Metropolis—I wou!'d 
say that they are far less “ Provinces” than they were a few years 
ago. Many elements have contributed to this fact. The enormous 
difference which has been made in point of distance of one 
Community from another and for which we have to thank the 
Motor, is perhaps the chief. Jewries which were once far 
segregated one from another are now in close contiguity. Thus 
not alone have many small communities become morally welded 
into one large community, but in many instances they have 
become morally joined to larger ones. The result is a con- 
considerable broadening of outlook and‘ interest and, as I 
note, a perceptible lessening of the Chebra spirit of segregation 
or aloofness, according to the point of view from which it is 
regarded. Not that the spirit to which I allude is by any means 
exorcised or extinct. Certainly not; although it has diminished in 
intensity. Another element which has to be taken into account is 
the small accretion to the Jewish population in the Provinces by 
immigration. Provincial Jewry is to-day, much more than it was, 
English in origin or has become far more Anglicised than it was, 
say, before the War. Whether this is to the good or not is another 
question. The effect on the religious side of Judaism. on the 
religion of the Jews concerned, is to my mind still in a transitory 
condition and is as vet undetermined. I think it more than 
probable that in the ultimate Provincial Jewry relying only on its 
natural increase—that is to say, without increase by immigration— 
will in the process of becoming Anglicised become also intensely 
religious, deeply loyal to Jewry and to Judaism. It will cast cff 
the encrustation of medieval Rabbinism on the one hand and 
the neo-Judaism of the left—or, as I have sometimes called it, 
the leaving—wing of which Opposite Lord's is the Jerusalem, the 
Calvary, or the Mecca—you pay your money and take your choice. 


IF THE PROSPECT AS I SER IT proves to be correct, then there is 
a great future before the Provincial Jewries of thie country, and 
I would venture the further anticipation that in the transformation, 
the beginnings of which are before our eyes, the Provinces are 
going to lead and London Jewry is going to follow. But this, 
perhaps, diverges to some extent from the main theme to Which 1 
intended to devote this contribution, which is the alteration in the 
aspect of things Provincial, not as they are likely to be in the future 
but as they now are in actuality. And the broader view of responsi- 
bilities as Jews which now prevails is most marked. We find an 
intense desire to know Jewish history and Jewish literature which 
was not present in the Provinces in bygone days, and an apprecia- 
tion of that Jewish atmosphere which Mr. Basil Henriques says he 
does not understand. Credit for this has to go to a very large 
extent to Zionism, which has taught so much of the Provinces 
that loyalty “to Jews and Judaism and loyalty to England and 
Englishry are not alone quite compatible, but in the Jew are almost 


co-essentials. In turn there has come about a finer and truer self. 
respect on the part of Jews—the Ghetto bend is being ironed 
out, although there is still much ironing to be done. Yet, 
there are some Communities, where men albeit of moderate 
means who possess ability, occupy the Warden's box, and where 
the Warden is far removed from the impudent bullying Bumble 
such as once upon a time was a common characteristic 
of the chief Provincial Synagogue officer. ‘The position and 
status of Ministers, although there is much left for further 
betterment have on the whole improved, and I have come across some 
instances where the Minister is held in at least something 
of the respect due to his office. 


WHAT, HOWEVER, THE Provinces need so urgently, is that 
Communal re-organisation which the Chief Rabbi said he would 
institute when he first assumed his exalted position. It is 


impossible for small congregations to offer the remuneration 
that will tempt to their pulpits Ministers of independence and 
authority of charactor, while if a number of these Congregations 
in more or less close contiguity were bunched together under 
the spiritual control of ‘some man of outstanding merit, all 
who came under his wgis would benefit. Besides this, some plan 
securing this “diocesan” organisation. would prove an inducement 
to mavy who will not look at the Ministry in present circumstances 
but who might then become worthy and valuable workers in’God’s 
vineyard. Perhaps perhaps, 1 say—Dr. Hertz will take note. 
His occasional ministrations in the Provinces and the part he 
takes in Provincial affairs are not helpful as things are. They 
are too often in the nature of interference in which the Chief 
Rabbi has frequently to spend a considerable time in learning 
or unlearning local conditions. Not, seldom it happens that being 
human he; cannot be expected to be omniscient, and so learns 
What he should unlearn and unlearns what he should learn. That 
must be so when the Chief Rabbi has to rely upon local advice 
and, as will happen however careful be is, he'is badly advised. All 
this would be avoided by having capable men in each district who 
would do well with the local knowledge and experience at their dis- 
posal what the most able Chief Rabbi without that local knowledge 
and experience is likely to fail in, 


THERE ARE STILL TOO MANY RABBIS in the Provinces, and the 
worst of it is that they are not so much spiritual influences or 
ethically minded advisers as inspectors of meat fit and proper to 
be eaten by Jews. These Aashrut Rabbis deserve a chapter all to 
themselves, and I inention them here only because their entire 
omission from even the most superficial survey of the Provinces must 
seem invidious to those who know. Let me then say, in conclusion, 
that for the reasons | have stated, and for many others to which 
I have not referred, the Provinces show great improvement particu- 
larly in prospect over what prevailed a few years ago. Londoners 
will have less and less cause, as time goes on, to sneer with that 
high and mighty superiority they so long assumed towards Provincial 
Jewry, which is more and more becoming an element of great 
strength to the Community at large. In fact the differentiations in 
characteristics between Metropolitan and Provincial Jewry, so far 
as they are to the prejudice of our Provincial brothers, are dis- 
appearing palpably. It may even be that some day the comparison 
between Jews who live near the waters of the Great Babylon and 
those who inhabit the other parts of this land so beloved of its 
Jewish subjects, will have become entirely reversed in point of favour 
from what it has been in the not very distant past.

JEWISH COOKERY. 


Useful Hints. 


AN old fowl can be made as tender as a chicken if cooked as follows : 
Rub the fowl over with lemon juice; wrap in greased paper aud steam 
for two or three hours according to size. If preferred, partially steam ; 
then finish roasting in the oven. | 

Two or three thicknesses of grease-proof paper pinned at the corners 
with drawing-pins make a good substitute for a pastry board. 

To freshen a stale cake, put it in a basin; cover with a plate and 
steam for half-an-hour. 

If old potatoes turn a bad colour when boiled, add .a few drops of 
lemon juice or vinegar to the water in which they are cooked. 

When whipping egg whites to.a stiff froth, add a pinch of cream of 
tartar when they are half beaten; then continue beating and they will 
not drop even if left to stand for a while before using. 

A few lumps of charcoal put in the corners of larder shelves will help 
to keep the food fresh and drive flies away. , 

When making a roly-poly, sprinkle a few bread crumbs over the paste 
before the jam is spread. This will prevent the jam from boiling out. | 

If it is not possible to leave soup to get cold before removing the fat, 
this is best done with small pieces of tissue paper, 

When stewing meat, add a tablespoonful of small sago. This will 
slightly thicken the gravy and make it more nourishing. 

To keep the yolk of a raw egg fresh until required, put it in a cup and 
add a few spoonfuls of cold water. 

Batter puddings will be lighter if two teaspoonfuls of ground rice are 
added to the flour before mixing. 

A pinch of fine oatmeal added to milk puddings will help to make 
them creamy. 

To weigh golden syrup: Dredge the scales with flour; pour on the 
Syrup, and it will slip off easily into the mixing bowl without sticking. 

Sour milk can be used for mixing cakes and they will be much 
lighter than if fresh milk is used. 

To thicken soup, grate a raw potato into it ten minutes before it is 
required. 

Haricot and butter beans: Always add half a teaspoonful of 
bicarbonate of soda to the water in which they are soaked overnight. 
Cook in fresh water and do not add any salt. until they are tender, and 
they will cook in half the time. 

Acid fruit: When stewing any kind of acid fruit, add a small half 
teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda and much less sugar will be required. 

When adding fruit to a cake, mix it first with a little of the flour 
belonging to the cake mixture. This will prevent its falling to the bottom © 
when the cake is baked.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I have had the opportunity of reading the address on “The 
Club and the Religious Problem” by the Warden of the Bernhard Baron 
St. George’s Jewish Settlement, referred to by your contributor “ Mentor ” 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 18th July, and the review of the 
Handbook of Habonim, which appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of 
the following week, and it occurs to me that the appearance of the 
discussion of these two pieces of writing in close succession seems to 
suggest an old Rabbinical saying to the effect that before the Almighty 
created the disease He created the remedy. The article by the Warden 
clearly indicated communal disease, of course in its elementary sense of 
dis-ease—the Handbook of Habonim indicated the remedy. The 
Rabbinical saying is amply fulfilled, since the manifestation of the 
dis-ease must precede the search for the remedy. The remedy is already 


‘beginning to do its healing work. 


To be sure there are some difficulties in considering some parts of the 
address of the Warden and the dicta of the N.A.B.C. at Oxford (the 
Mian WN may appear a little puzzling to those unacquainted with 
the address; they stand for the National Association of Boys’ Clubs), 
contained in the highly concentrated statement of “ what it considers to 
be the Club philosophy or policy,” namely “the Club must teach that 
man’s mind.and spirit dwell in the body and that man—and we should 
say God—must be served in the beauty of that Holiness which is ‘ whole- 
ness ’—that is, the harmonious development of all man’s faculties.” 
Still the N.A.B.C. at Oxford has skilfully coated the pill of profound and 
far-reaching philosophical theories with the sugar of one small sentence 
a “little live pill,” if one may slightly paraphrase a well-known com- 
modity. It proceeds to add that “a club which makes no provision for 
its members’ spiritual needs is letting its members down” and I notice 
that that phrase of the statement of the N.A.B.C., without any of 
the concentrated -philosophies, so impressed the Warden that he 
observed “ Well, ladies and gentlemen, that, if I may say so, is the 
text upon which Lam going to speak this morning.” However much we 
may differ from many of the views expressed by the Warden on “ the club 
and the religious problem,” so far as the chosen text is concerned I think 
there will be general agreement with regard to it. Two years ago, the 
Warden reminds us that he “talked about: the three sides of man—the 
body, the mind, and the spirit.” Let no one be afraid owing to the previous 
philosophical discussion that there is any talk of Einstein and the fourth 
dimension. The Warden proceeds to tell ns that the message he “ would 
like to go forth is this—that we are’ letting our members down if we leave 
the Spirit out, because they are partly made upof spirit.” Mitnagdim have 
felt that Chassidim have always been fond of a fanciful play upon the 
number three. But I do think this juxtaposition of the three side’ of man 
with the emphasis upon the spirit will show that a definite Neo-Chasssidic 


. element is having its influence. Did not Dr. Monteflore observe, as 


reported in the following week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, that there was 
“need of a more enlightened'and modernist Chassidism for their own 
times?” The Warden says, in clear Oxford English, “I think people who 
run. clubs are ‘funks’ if they leave out the spiritual side.” This throws 
light on the paragraph commencing “ What I once saw in America is 
perhaps a good example of whatI mean.” It related to aclub withouta 
spiritual side—an arid entity. This is evidently a manifestation of the 
“ appalling nationalism ” which is held to be so objectionable. 

Jewish Nationalism, on the other hanl, has met with very full 
appreciation from competent CGeatile observers. For instance, Dr. 
Seton-Watson in his chapter on the “Issues of the War,” in the 
volume “The War and Democracy,” writes: “It is high time that 
the Jews should realise that few things do more to _ foster 
anti-Semite feeling than . . . to sail under false colo rs and con- 
ceal their true identity. The Zionist and the orthodox Jewish Nationalist 
have long ago won the respect and admiration of the world.” That 
eminent authority, Mr. Wickham Steed, in “ The Hapsburg Monarchy,” 
writes: “ This moral influence of Zionism is not confined to University 
students. It is quite as noticeable among the mass of the younger Jews 
outside, who also find in it a reason to raise their heads, and taking their 
stand upon the past, to gaze straightforwardly into the future.” NVM IN 
appalling appealing. 

In the union of the ideals of the N.A.B.C. (as above stated) the 
“Chabad,” in the form of the Neo-Chassidic revival and Habonim (it 
another threefold categorisation is permissible) great possibilities exist, 
perhaps to be realised in a Jewish Settlement of the future.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML. 


No. 561.—Some Reflections on Praying. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


Hlave you ever observed the different ways in which Synagogue 
worshippers say their prayers? To me this appears a very interesting 
exercise, for you may deduce from the individual's attitude a good 
deal about his qualities of heart and mind. I recall, for instance, 
one old gentleman who sits to the right of me in Syndgogue and 
who is very alert in saying his prayers. He follows cg, wi and 
is in unison with the Reader, rising and sitting at the appropriate 
occasions, sometimes raising his voice, and almost constantly swaying 
his body. There can be no doubt that he is a religionist; for him 
the prayers matter greatly. To the left of mel recall another type— 
aman who sits perfectly still, his face immovable, his eves on his 
book. Ido not know whether he is saying his prayers or whether 
he is thinking deeply. If he is thinking, what is engaging his 
attention? Is it some deep problem of religious philosophy? Is 
his mind a complete vacuum, just resting? Oris he weighing up a 
business proposition which he has carried over from the working 
week into the Sabbath? By looking at him you cannottell. But 
he is all attention... His decorum: is first-rate. 

A third type I can recall is one who seems to be oblivious of his 
environment. He cannot sit still. He must needs talk to his 
neighbour on the right and on the left. Heturnsround. He gapes. 
l ask myself: what does he come for? Perhaps he does not know 
Hebrew. Whether he does or not, he seldom reads his book. But 
he joins in the Responses lustily. He is hardly picturesque. He is 
merely present. | 

Picturesque is the Jew who utters the Shema in the duly pre. 
scribed form. This prayer should be recited, according to the words 
of the Shulchan Aruch, with devotion, fear and dread. The great 
object to bear in mind in uttering words of such significance is to 
concentrate on their meaning. and concentration is assisted by 
covering your face with your hands or enfolding the head completely 
in the Talit. I have seen the Shema recited in a Synagogue fre- 
quented by Jews who hail from Eastern Europe and who have not 
yet become Westernised. They carry out the precept of the Code 
by elongating the last letter in IMN. pronouncing it “ ech-od-d-d.” 
The rule is that you sound the letter for as long asit takes to think : 
“ God is a unity in His world, and He rules over the four points of 
the compass, north, south, east and west.” One is bound to admit 
the earnestness and the depth of feeling manifested in the recital of 
the Shema according to the Din. In anage when the religious spirit 
was widely cultivated, it was doubtless possible to attain to the 
heights which this method of reciting the Shema demanded. In our 
own day they are far and few between who are gifted with the 
necessary qualities of soul and mind to emulate successfully the 
custom of their fathers. Be it remembered that these prescrip- 
tious about reciting the Shema are but a portion of the mystical lore 
concerning praying. From quite early times the mystic had peculiar 
views about the object of prayer. The purpose of prayer, Jewish 
mystics in all all ages have taught, is to elevate the worshipper so 
that he may be in contact with his Maker. Accordingly, all rules or 
mivice in regard to prayer, stress devotion, and attempt to engender 
a sort of revivalist spirit. 

As far back even as the Jishna times devotion occupied a high 
place in men’s estimation. It was one of the things of which, 
according to the Mishna, a man enjovs the fruits in this world while 
retaining their stock for the world to come. Your mystic believed 
that by means of prayer the soul can actually be joined to God. 
Many devices were accordingly invented to achieve this high aim. 
Among them new prayers were composed and new ways of praying 
suggested. Of the earliest Jewish mystics, the Essenes, we 
are told that they prepared themselves to pray when the sun 
peeped over the horizon. In the period subsequent to the Talmud 
a reaction set in against over-stressing the value of study. The 
mystics at all times preferred the outpouring of the heart to the 
exercise of the mind. Not that they rejected the latter altogether, 
but they gave it secondary consideration. To rise on the wings of 
prayer and so enter Heaven was for them the first object of the 
truly religious soul. In the eighth and ninth centurics, for instance, 
we read of those who “ went down to the Merkaba” ("23590 "T7). 
Mystics to a man they fasted for days together, they laid their heads 
on the earth and murmured spontaneous hymns in praise of God, 
striving to be filled with the divine. Their imagination was aflame. 
They saw Heaven and its mansions inhabited by angels. They 
heard the Heavenly chorus sing and modelled praises of God on 
those divine hymns. To them we owe the Kedusha with its refer- 
ence to seraphim, with their “ loud voices strong and powerful.” For 
these early mystics words seemed to have a peculiar fascination. 
In their prayers they piled words on words like Pelion on Ossa, 
You will doubtless recall the passage in the Prayer-Book which 
follows the third section of the Shema: “ True and firm, established 
and enduring, right and faithful, beloved and precious, desirable and 
pleasant, revered and mighty, well-ordered and acceptable, good and 
beautiful is this Thy word unto us for ever and ever.” You will find 
the same strange phenomenon in the Kaddish; “ Blessed, praised 
and glorified, exalted, extolled, honoured, magnified and lauded, 
be the name of the Holy One.” The words certainly do not 
add to the clarity of the meaning; they are mere repetition. But 
the mystics were fond of repetition. Study the additions introduced 


into the Liturgy on the Day of Atonement or the New Year and you 
will find that repetition was the soul of the compositions. Indeed, 
the repetition of words seems to be reduced toan absurdity. It is 
contrary to the Psalmist’s ideal that silence is praise. It is contrary 
likewise to Spinoza’s assertion that thinking also is prayer. 

These mystic influences on the Liturgy and on the method of 
praying have continued throughout the whole period of the Diaspora. 
Their protagonists in Germany were Samuel the Pious (born 1115) 
and his son Judah the Pious (died 1217). You can trace the influence 
of the mystics in Spain, in Italy and in Poland. In almost every case 
it was a reaction against the over-evaluation of study. The scholar 
spent his energies in the study of the Torah. For the man in the 
Street the great ideal propounded by the mystics was that he 
should lose himself in prayer. In periods when life for the Jew 
was hard, when oppression weighed heavily on his body and on 
his soul, it was something to find refuge in mystic prayers 
by means of which he was enabled to attain to a rarer 
atmosphere, to tind comfort for his worldly sorrows. Quite 
logically the two great German mystics, Samuel and Judah 
declared that a man should pray only in a language that he can 
understand. Samuel is the reputed author of the Hymn of Unity, 
aud his son Judah the author of the Hymn of Glory. Both have 
been retained in the ordinary daily Prayer Book, and if the transla- 
tion be read, one illustration at least of the mystic influence on 
prayer will become apparent. The mystics went so far as to suggest 
that every letter in praver was of significance, and that, therefore, a 
man should count the letters, or at any rate the words of the prayers 
he uttered. Needless to say, this attitude to prayer was the mother 
of many superstitions. The mystics of Safed in Palestine went 
perhaps to the very limit of allowing their imagination to run riot. 
Their great ideal was to hasten the advent of the Messiah, and they 
believed that if only the right sort of prayers were said in the right 
sort of way by all Jews, the Messiah would speedily arrive. Accord- 
ingly, they composed and retailed compendiums giving the inner 
meaning of pravers; they wrote hymns strongly tinged with 
mysticism ; they rose up in order to pray at midnight. They added 
to the existing Liturgy material which has clung to it merely 
because it is old. 

The rise of the Chassidim continued the mystic influence on 
the Liturgy. If you have visited a Chassidic synagogue, vou will 
see that their manner of praying has a quality of its own. The 
building has no benches except a few around the walls and the 
worshippers march about at their sweet will lost to the world, 
striving to attain a religious ecstasy which it is not given to all 
men to possess. They shake their bodies wildly ; they march about ; 
they dance; they raise their voices; they swing their limbs—all to 
attain to this ecstasy. If ordinary means do not suffice, they do not 
shrink from intoxicating liquors to help them to achieve their 
wished-for goal. They are in no sense drunkards, but they wish to . 
be God-intoxicated,”’ to use Heine's phrase. 

If inquiry be made into the history of the Liturgy if will 
assuredly be found that these mystic influences were strong enough 
to have embedded themselves in Jewish praying. Historians will 
be able to evaluate them for good or for evil. But it is at least open 
to doubt whether their continuance’ makes for a strengthening of 
the Jewish spirit. Much of the mystic contributions to the Prayer 
Book have been cast overboard. But the Prayer Book still contains 
some of them. If the ideal Prayer Book were to be compiled to 
suit modern requirements of the average Jewish worshipper, public 
opinion would perhaps support the complete liberation of the 
Jewish Prayer Book from ancient mysticism, although judging from 
a recent pronouncement by a prominent “Liberal” Jew it might 
demand a new mysticism, 

I can however for my part imagine the ideal Prayer Book for 
daily use as containing the main elements of the daily prayers 
which can be traced right back to the earliest records. The Shema 
and the Tefillah would certainly be included; so would the Psalms 
preceding the Shema and the Alenu at the end. But the Prayer 
Book would contain a very large selection of the Psalms, for the 
Psalms are prayers suitable for very many occasions. It would 
also contain numerous extracts from the Talmud and the Midrash. 
There are indeed many prayers in the Talmud which might well be 
better known. In keeping with modern needs also the ideal Prayer 
Book would make provision for a good deal of congregational 
singing. Have you not observed that where to-day there is com- 
munal singing—as when the congregation joins in singing the 
Psalm what time the scroll is returned to the Ark, or when it joins 
its voice in En Kelohenu or Adon Olam—there is aheartiness which 
you do not find in the other parts of the service? An ideal Prayer 
Book ought not to be impossible. Research into the history of the

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for Tue Jewish CHRONICLE. 


“ Hear O Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is One. And thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thine heart and ali thy soul and 
all thy might.’—Deut. vi, 4-5. 

With the possible exception of the Ten Commandments, no 
part of the Torah has received greater emphasis at Jewish hands, or 
been regarded as of greater importance, than these verses. It would 
be of interest to know when they were thus chosen from their con- 
text in Deuteronomy, and singled out for such special treatment. 
The importance attached to them is certainly of vast antiquity. 
The Midrash suggests that in origin the words are older even 
than Deuteronomy itself. It relates that when the patriarch Jacob 
lay upon his death-bed, after he had spoken to each of his 
children (as narrated in Genesis x!\ix! and given each of them the 
appropriate warning and reproof. he recalled them all together 
and said to them: “1 would assure myself that you are, all of you, 
united in the belief in the one God | worship, and that you have no 
rebellion in your hearts against Him, who spake and the world 
existed.” They said to him: “ Hear, O Israel! Just as there is no 
rebellion in thy beart, so there is none in ours. The Lord our God 
the Lord is One.” And Jacob gave thanks, and said: “ Blessed be 
the name of His glorious kingdom for ever and ever.’ This Midrash 
was no doubt intended to account for the curiow4s introduction of 
this last sentence into the ritual, since it does net occur either here 
or clsewhere in Scripture. As to this, it has also been suggested th: t 
the formula was introduced by the Pharisaic opponents of Herod 
and the Sadducean’ priesthood, in order to emphasise the belicf in 
the sole sovereignty of God, as against the aristocratic tendency to 
admit the sovereignty of the Cwsars, who claimed divine honours, 
(Singer. Historical Notes on the Praver-Book.} 

The famous declaration of the Divine Unity has been adopted 
from time immemorial as the confession of the faith of the Israelite, 
As soon as a Jewish child begins to speak he is taught to recite the 
Shema. With these words the Israelite “communes with his heart 
upon his bed ;” with them on his lips he rises in the morning. He 
binds them upon his hand and places them before his eyes at prayer. 
His home is made sacred by their being written upon the doorpost. 
Round these words were built up the ancient Jewish ritual in its 
earliest form in Temple times. The most solemn service of the 
most solemn day in the Jewish Year finds its climax in their 
recital. Death itself hears them as the last words of Jewish 
human speech; and martyrdom has been made still more 
sacred by its association with this confession of an undying 
faith, The words proclaim firstly, the individual acceptance 
of the service of the Creator, coupled with a conception of an 
Israel united in that service ‘the Lord our God). Chiefly 
and above all, it is an acclamation by the individual and by 
Israel of an unswerving belief in the absolute unity of God. But 
the declaration of a dogma, however sacred, or of a theological 
conception, however lofty, does not complete the Jewish con- 
ception of religion. Faith is only complete when it gives rise to 
duty. Worship has failed, unless it can be translated into a love 
that impels us to service of Him we worship. And so we are bidden 
to love the Lord our God and to love Him with heart and soul and 
might. The words offer suggestive matter forcommentary. “ Feel- 
ing alone will not suffice; we need also will; and will alone does 
not suffice; it must be translated into deed.’ To love God with all 
our heart implies that in all those things to which our desires and 
our emotions lead us, we set ourselves steadily to the higher rather 
than to the lower; in the Rabbinical language, that we bring both 
the good and the evil inclination into the loving service of the Most 
High. “Make,” says the Midrash, “ make the name of God beloved by 
thine actions.” This is done, when a man, having read and repeated 
these words, makes gentle and kindly converse with his fellow- 
creatures and carries on bis business inaseemly manner. Those who 
see him transacting his affairs honourably, say of him: Happy is this 
man in that he has learned Torah. Happy is his father who taught 
him, and his Rabbi who instructed him. Of such aoneit is written : 
“He said to me, thou art my servant; Israel, in whom I glorify.” 
(Isaiah xlix.). The Rabbinical interpretation of “ with all thy soul ” 
is well known. The = expresses the personality of the living 
being. That is to be devoted to God, even to be sacrificed to’ Him. 
if loyalty demand the sacrifice. So the great Akiba is said to have 
rejoiced that in bearing the torture to which he was subjected, 
and accepting martyrdom for the sanctity of the Divine name, 
he had been enabled to fulfil the command to love the Lord “ with 
all his soul.” 

The third demand to love God “ with all our might” is inter- 
preted as a call upon our worldly goods. The Rabbis shrewdly say. 
There are men whose money is more precious to them than their 
bodily welfare. The degree in which we love can often be measured 
by these mundane methods with greater accuracy than by other 
Standards. Men are not often called upon, at any-rate nowadays, 
to become martyrs for their faith. The test comes to most of us in 
much simpler form:—the sacrifice of leisure, or comfort, or wealth. 
How often, when these are the tests of our love of God, we fail, fail 
to serve God with joy and with a full heart, when all is well with us. 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath TPR), Deuteronomy iii., 23—vii., 11. 


IV.,5. "1 have taught you.” The use of the past tense is 
somewhat strange after the participle in verse 1. Moses may have 
intended by it that this was not the first occasion on which he had 
instructed them in the Divine ordinances. “Already at Horeb,” 
comments Driver, “he had received ‘statutes and judgments’ 
which, during the years that had since elapsed, he had, as occasion 
arose, impressed upon his people.’ In verse 14 Moses inentions the 
fact “the Lord commanded me at that time (ic. at the Revelation 
on Sinai) to teach you statutes and ordinances.” Nachmanides 
understands the verse differently and takes the statement to mean: 
When you have come into the land of promise, then remember that 
I taught you the laws which you must observe. But this is not 
probable. The true force of the perfect tense here is not to express 
an action which is past, but the process of accomplishing a task 
which the speaker had undertaken to do. Another instance of this 
usage occurs in Genesis xxiii.. 11, 18. 

Verse 6. The doctrine taught in this verse was one of the 
greatest lessons the nation had to learn. The creation of Israel 
into a nation and their settlement in Canaan was not an end 
in itself, but the means of carrying out a Divine purpose. 
The meteoric rise to power of men who had recently been slaves, 
their good government, their prosperity and security would be 
certain to attract attention. Other peoples would ask, What is 
the secret of Israel's greatness? And discovering that it was 
the consequence of tidelity to the’ laws of God, they might be 
induced to pay alleviance toIsrael’s God. Weaccordingly have here 
the idea of the’ missionary purpose of Israel's existence which ruins 
like a thread of gold through Hebrew literature. 

Verse 7. There ia uncertainty whether onde refers to the Deity 
or to heathen gods. If the former, the plural is of majesty. Driver 
remarks: “There is nothing to suggest the use of the plural of majesty 
here; hence ithe reference being to heathen nations) * gods’ is 
probably the correct rendering; though, naturally, the proximity toa 
nation of a deity other than Jehovah would, in the eves of the 
writer, have had no signiticarice or, indeed, reality.” The question is 
fully treated by Geiger in his Urschrift, pp. 256f. Jewish ‘tradition is 
not uniform onthe matter. Some authorities support the view that 
the gods of the gentiles are intended ; and to avoid the implied 
Suggestion that these gods had even the possibility of rendering 
help to their worshippers, the Targum of Jonathan makes this 
addition: “for the peoples carry their god upon their shoulders.” 
Further, the Midrash (Bereshit Rabba viii. 9) discusses those 
Scriptural passages which allude to God, but where the text might 
be misconstrued as indicating a plurality of gods; but the present 


_ Verse is not included among them. The inference, therefore, is 


that owtdx was here taken as meaning idols. It is reported 
in the Jerusalem Talmud (Berachot ix. 1) that certain 
unbelievers questioned R. Isaac on the interpretation of the phrase, 
especially as the adjective is plural. He pointed out that the 
words, we call upon Him,” disprove the idea of many gods, and 
informed his disciples that 9°35 indicates “near in every sense 
of the term.” He obviously understood ovmON as meaning 
God. Other Rabbis, however, in the same Talmudical context, 
explain its sense as profane. The Babylonian Talmud (Sanhedrin 
38b) and Onkelos, on the other hand, give it a sacred connotation. 

Amid such a conflict of opinion, it is difficult to come to a 
decision. Geiger's conclusion, by examining other passages where 
a similar doubt occurs (e.g., verse 34 of this chapter), is as follows: 
Originally the word was intended to denote pagan gods, but the 
religious sense of the Jews in later times revolted against the 
application of so sacred a term as onthe to images. They conse- 
quently re-interpreted the word and mag¢e it refer to the true God. 

Maimonides explains that the Hebrew words meaning “to 
approach,” besides signifying nearness in space, also indicate 
approach by means of knowledge or contact by comprehension ; and 
“ wherever a word denoting approach or contact is employed in the 
prophetic writings to describe a certain relation between the 
Almighty and any created being, it has to be understood in this 
latter sense.” (Ciuide i., 18).

The Bukowina Riots. 


Government Investigator’s Report. 


. MORE ARRESTS. 
[From a Correspondent.—BUCHAREST. } 


The special Roumanian Government investigator sent to 
Bukowina, the General Secretary of the Ministry of the Interior, M. 
Kedere, has returned to Bucharest, and has given to the King and 
the Government full reports of the anti-Jewish riots in the province. 
M. Kedere has also made a statement to the Press, attributing the 
riots to the economic crisis among the peasants. He also blamed 
the agitators of the various organisations and political parties for 
inciting the peasants to create trouble. He censured the Iron Guards 
Organisation, the Communists and the Opposition to the Roumanian 
Government for trying to utilise the dissatisfaction of the peasants 
in order to encourage them to attack the Jews. He declared that 
the Government must help the peasants and that measures had 
already been adopted to improve their position and to reduce their 
taxation burden. He was of the opinion that strong measures mus>* 
also be adopted against the agitators, and he was able to announce that 
Colonel Natuza, who was one of the principal instigators of the riots, 
had been arrested. He advised the Press to help the Government in 
its campaign against the disorders and not to publish exaggerated 
accounts of the events. He also assured the Press that he was not 
pessimistic about the situation in the country. 


In official circles. it is stated that the Government will consider . 


favourably the demand of the Jews that compensation should be 
given to the sufferers of the rio‘s. 

The Government has placed under domiciliary arrest, a high 
oflicial of the Ministry of the Interior, Me. Taslaceanu, and has 
dismissed him from his post. A charge of assisting the Iron Guards 
Organisation has been brought against him. Im connection with 
his arrest and dismissal, it is reported that the Minister of the 
Interior, Mr. Vaida Voivod, who was responsible for his appointment, 
was anxious to resign from his post, but that he had been persuaded 
by .the Premier to remain. The democratic press, however, is 
severely attacking the Minister of the Interior for appointing a 
notorious anti-Semite as one of the heads of the Ministry of the 
Interior and is demanding the imprisonment of Mr. Taslaceanu. 

In connection with the pending trial of Mr. Codreanu, the 
arrested leader of the Iron Guards, the Government has received 
threats from members of the Iron Guards that many officials will be 
assassinated in the event of a verdict against their leader. 

In the meantime, isolated attacks on Jews are still reported 
from several places in Bessarabia. At Urhey, the anti-Semites have 
followed up the murder of the Jew, M. Sha'om Landau, by new 
assaults on Jewish pedestrians on several occasions. The police 
have detained and deported from the town a few of the anti-Semitic 
agitators, and they have adopted special measures, under the 
guidance of a high official sent from Bucharest, to maintain order 
in the town. 

Ait Beltzi, the anti-Semites have again attacked Jews in the 
strects, injuring two ofthem. A few of the assailants have been 
arrested. 

At Niemeren, the authorities have had ts dismiss three police- 
men for helping the local anti-Semites to thrash Jews and Jewesses 
in the streets. When a Jew and a Jewess were brought to the 
Hospital in a serious condition as a result of the exploits of the 
anti-Semites and the anti-Semitic policemen, the authorities at last 
took a serious view of the matter, and decided to punish the 
culprits. 

It is now stated that King Carol, on hearing the detailed reports 
of the anti-Jewish riots in Roumania, expressed his great dissatis- 
faction at the inability of the Government to suppress the anti- 
Semitic agitation and excesses. The Premier immediately offered 
the resignation of the whole of his Cabinet, but the King declined 
to accept the resignation. The Cabinet again held a special meet- 
ing, at which the question of the anti-Jewish excesses was con- 
sidered in detail, and a decision was adopted to suppress the anti- 
Semitic agitation by all the means at the disposal of the 
Government. 

The Government has prohibited the Roumanian anti-Semitic 
Students’ Organisation from holding its Congress; which was fixed 
to open to-day at Cuprianu, near Kishineff, and which was causing 
much anxiety to the Jews in Bessarabia. 


Anti-Semitism in German Law Courts. 


Ministry to Institute Investigation. 


[From a Correspondent.—BERLI. | 
Da equity and justice still reign in the Courts of Prussia? Or 
are German judges, hitherto known for their austere im partiality, 
becoming influenced by bias toward the National-Socialists 
showing undue lenience to the N.-S. offenders? These questions 


have been raised here publicly not only in the Press but also in 


I should like to cite a few examples which speak for themselves: 
Herr Rebhahn of Alzey, aged 28, who shot dead the Jewish merchant 
Richard Kahn, because the latter retorted to his provocative jeering 
and insults, was sentenced to 3 weeks imprisonment, the Court of 
Mainz having found that he acted in a state of “ Justifiable 
excitement,” even though witness after witness testified that he 
killed Kahn in cold blood and boasted later that he could kill a Jew 
without turning a hair, and that, in fact, it was a wicked waste of a 
good bullet to shoot a Jew. It seems that the judges of Mainz are 
of the opinion that the mere sight of a Jew is sufficient provocation 
for a good German to murder. 

In Koeslin, the Court of Appeal cancelled the fine imposed on a 
group of National-Socialists for causing an obstruction outside the 
Jewish shops and shouting “ Death to Judah.” The decision of the 
Court was that such an act causes no incitement and is no insult to 
anyone. 

At Essen, the Court of Appeal'reduced a sentence on. two 
National-Socialists, Dorny and Van Hall, of ten months’ imprison- 
ment, for the maltreatment of a Jewish citizen, to three months, 
disregarding the fact that the same hooligans had been sentenced 
previously for ordinary crimes. 

In Berlin, a National-Socialist Kirsh who attacked and beat a 
police officer who intervened during an inciting anti-Semitic speech, 
was sentenced to three weeks’ police arrest. 

This suspicious tolerance of Prussian judges in dealing with 
anti-Semitic offenders, has caused the Ministry of Justice to institute 
a special investigation which is to give an answer to the above 
questions. 


The Case of Rabbi Shapiro. 
> 


Appeal to be Heard at Last. 
|From a Correspondent.—W Arsaw). 


Ten years ago, the venerable Rabbi of Plotzk, Keb Chaim 
Shapiro, was sentenced to death by a Polish court-martial and 
executed there and then. The accusation was that of espionage on 
behalf of the Bolshevist armies and betrayal of the Polish Army. 

The summary proceedings of the Court, the evidence based on 
hearsay, followed by the hurried execution of an esteemed and learned 
Jewish Rabbi at the time raised a storm of indignation and protest 
among the Jews of Poland. It was indeed a tragic occurrence. Just 
when the whole of Polish Jewry was one in its sincere happiness 
over the Polish victory and the defeat of the Bolshevist invaders, 
when patriotism ran high, the Jews were dealt this severe blow. The 
general rejoicing on what is popularly known as the “ miracle of 
Vistula" and which marked the beginning of the consolidation of 
the Polish State coincided for the Jews with an unforgettable insult. 
to their national dignity. There was not a single Jew in the whole 
of Poland who was not convinced of the innocence of the Rabbi. In 
fact toevery unprejudiced citizen the sentence was an obvious and 
grave travesty of justice, a gross mistake on the part of hasty and 
excitable military judges eager to avenge their losses on anyone. 

Since then the Jews of Poland have persistently demanded a 
retrial of Rabbi Shapiro to rehabilitate his name and with it the 
name of Polish Jewry. The case was tried again in 1922, but the 
Military Court only confirmed the sentence of the Field Court, though 
the majority of witnesses gave evidenc? in favour of the Rabbi. The 
whole supposition that the aged Rabbi, who on September 18th in 
Tallit and Tephilim was seen praying on the balcony of his house, was 
in reality signalling to the Bolshevists, was absurd and ridiculous 
on the face of it. Yet this was the mostimportant piece of evidence 
against the Rabbi and he was convicted on the strength of it. 

Against the confirmation by the Military Court a new appeal 
was lodgel by the defence. Eight years passed and the case 
remained 
shelved. Only now, with the approach of the tenth anniversary of 
Poland's emancipation from foreign invaders, the rehabilitation 


trial is to take place in Warsaw. The Supreme Military Court has 


finally decided to consider the appeal in the case of Rabbi Shapiro. 


Polish Jewry is making adequate preparations for the defence 


of the memory ofthe late Rabbi. A special Judicial Committee has 
been formed to take up the case, which has all the elements of a 
cause célébre, when in the person of a Jewish martyr the whole of 
Polish Jewry is really being tried. 

“The name of Rabbi Shapiro must be vindicated” is the 
unanimous decision of Polish Jewry.

Hail and Farewell! 
The Importance of Honour where Honour is Due.

Owing to a misreading of a message sent from New York to 
Warsaw by a Polish news agency, a group of American Jews travel- 
ling on board the s.s. “Poulasky,’ an American-Polish liner, 
received an enthusiastic: reception upon landing in the Port of 
Danzig. A brass band greeted them, several units of the Polish

Democratic Party delivered a speech welcoming them to their 
native shores. 

The Jews, mostly former Polish emigrants, were pleasantly 
surprised and nearby moved to tears at this overwhelming reception. 
What a wonderful welcome home, they thought. How this country 
of their birth had changed for the better sinet@ it regained its own 
freedom and realised its ideal! This really made one proud of one's 
old homeland. 

But, alas! the joy of the “Ameritan Potes”’ was of short 
duration. They had hardly had time fully to enjoy the happy 
moment, when they noticed a sudden commotion and a chill in the 
atmosphere. The proud Polish flags were being taken’ down and 
rolled up, the detachment of the “ Sokol” were marching away, the 
music stopped and the deputation of the Polish Danzig citizens was 
retiring looking disappointed, not to say disgusted. 

The reason for this change was simple enough. The initiators 
of the welcome-home reception who, in accordance with the reports, 
had expected to meet real Poles from America, coming to revisit resur- 
rected Poland, discovered very soon that the esteemed tourists, 
whom they were “clasping to their bosom,’ were only Jews, just 
Polish Jews, some of them American citizens, some Polish citizens, 
but all of them Jews. The disappointment of the anti-Semites was 
great and bitter. Just think; the bands playing, flags waving, the 
parade, the speeches, everything worse than wasted. Instead of 
perhaps preventing these Jews from landing on the soil of Gdina, 
they had overwhelmed them with their welcome. As to the guests, 
they laughed when they learnt the facts. But was there in their 
laughter just a trace of heartache ?

Our Brethren in the Sub-Continent. 


RESTRICTING ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


Special to THe Jewisu CHronicie.] 


MR. MORRIS KENTRIDGE, M.P. 


An interesting visitor to this country just now is Mr. Morris 
Kentridge, Labour M.P. for one of the constituencies in Johannes- 
burg. He is staying here for about four or five weeks, af@Y which 
he is proceeding to Palestine. The object of his visit is twofold— 
to study (1) the question of Inter-Empire trade, and (2) the Jewish 
question, particularly in relation to the present position of the 
Jewish National Home. 

Mr. Kentridge became an M.P. in 1914 and has been one since 
1924. In 1920 he defeated the Transvaal leader of the Unionist 


Party. Before 1920 he was Chairman of the Finance Committee of - 


the Johannesburg Town Council, and has been a member of the 
Executive of the Zionist Federation in South Africa since 1917. 


“ The general Jewish position in South Africa is very satisfactory (Mr. - 


Kentridge told.a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE). “ The Jewish 
people have done very well there, and they have played their part as 
citizens of South Africa very worthily. They have played a great part in 
the development of the mining industry and commerce, Latterly they 
have beer prominent in the development of industries im South Africa, 
and are responsible for the establishment of some of the most important 
factories and the provision of a great deal of work for many thousands. 
Members of the Jewish Community have from time to time filled the 
positions of Chairmen of the Chambers of Commerce, of the Chamber of 
Mines and the Chamber of Industries. Another very gratifying feature 
has been the drift of Jewstothe land. To-day we have something like 
1,000 Jewish farmers who are giving the lead in the most pregressive 
methods of agricultural development to the other farmers of South Africa. 
I quoted some figures in proof of this in the House of Assembly in con- 
nection with the lumigration Quota Bill, and it came as a great surprise to 
those who have becn in the habit of regarding the Jew as merely a 
middleman.” 

In reply to questions regarding Zionism in South Africa, Mr. Kentridge 
said : 

‘So far as the Zionist position is concerned, 1 think I may say that 
probably 99 per cent. of South African Jewry is Zionist, and hitherto 
there has been no tendency to divide the Zionist Movement into different 
sections.” It is not necessary to stress the financial contribution which 
South African Jewry has made to the Zionist funds. It is a well known 
fact that they have contributed more per capita than any other section of 
Jews throughout the world, and during recent years prominent members 
of the South African Jcowish Community have settled in Palestine and are 
utilising their commercial experience and money to develop industry 
there. 

Disappointment at Government's Palestine Policy. 


“South African Jewry has been very disturbed and disappointed at 
the recent attitude of the Mandatary Power, added Mr. Kentridge, the 
more so as South African Jewry, without exception and regardless of 
their political affinities, have at all times stood up for the British con- 
nection anid the most intimate co-operation between the Union and Great 
Britain. The Zionist Movement in South Africa has enjoyed the friend- 
ship and approval. of all political parties and during the visit of Mr. 
Sokolow I was able through the instrumentality of Mr. Tielman Roos, 
who was then Deputy Prime Minister, to secure a declaration from the 
Union Goverment addressed to Mr. Sokolow, officially supporting the 
policy of the Mandate in Palestine. While the attitude of the present 
Prime Minister, General Hertzog and his Government is one of passive 
friendship, we have been particularly fortunate in South Africa in having 
the active support of General Smuts who at all times has been ready to 
offer his services in furtherance of the Zionist cause. 

“The recent happenings in Palestine have, however, made Zionists 
feel nervous as to the future.” 

Mr. Kentridge, who is the only Jewish Labour Member of the South 
African Parliament —there are five Jewish Members in a.Parliament of 148 
—gsaid he followed with interest the reports of the London -Jewish

Deputies which appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and added that the 
South African Deputies were pursuing their activities upon similar 
lines. 

As to anti-Semitism, Mr. Kentridge said that while there was no open 
anti-Semitism, there was beneath the surface, so to speak, a great deal of 
anti-Semitism, which unfortunately was on the increase. It was evinced 
by the recent Immigration Quota Bill, the object of which was to exclude 
Jews from South-Africa. The introduction of the Bill came as a great 
shock to the Jewtsh community in South Africa,, 

“Until the doors of South Africa were closed Jewish immigrants to 
the extent of 4,000 or 5,000 per year were coming into South Africa and 
becoming excellent citizens. Probably 99 per cent. of them came from 
Lithuania, Poland and Latvia. Under the new law the number of possible 
immigragws has been limited to 50 a year from these respective countries. 
In the anxiety to keep out people from Lithuania, Poland, etc., the law goes 
to the length of refusing to recognise British nationality so that anyone 
who may have lived in the Dominions nearly all their lives, have become 
naturalised and taken an active part in public life, would be refused per- 
mission under the fifty quotaif they happen to have been born in Lithuania 
or in any of the prohibited countries. Difficulties have already arisen ih 
Rhodesia, the Jewish citizensof which are unable to enter the Union except 
under the terms of the law. Similar difficulties are bound to arise with 
Great Britain and the other Dominions and will, I hope, lead to the 
amendment if not the repeal of the law. 
munity intends to continue to agitate for the repeal cf the law because 
although it does not affect them individually they feel that it affects their 
kith and kin and is a slight upon their own status. 

“Strangely enough, the passage of the Quota Act was followed by 
another Bill which affected the Jewish Community, namely, the Humane 
Slaughter Bill. -+As a resuit-of the efforts of the South African Board of 
Deputies exemption was inserted in the Bill in favour of Jewish and 
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Mohammedan methods of slaughter, but that exemption was nullified by 
the addition of a proviso that it must be carried out in a humane manner, 
The Bill was subsequently defeated in the Senate, but there is every 
likelihood of the question being revived next session, and in view of this 
South African Jewry isextremely interested in securing a casting apparatus 
which will do away with the cruelties of the present method.” 


COUNCILLOR LOUIS GRADNER. 


Another interesting Jewish visitor from South Africa is Councillor 
Louis Gradner, who first went to South Africa about thirty years ago. He 
was a pupil of the Jews’ Free School. He is a native of Bialystock, 
Poland, which he has recently visited. : 

Mr. Gradner early began to identify himself with local charitable and 
social movements. He was one of the founders of the Cape Jewish 
Orphanage and is a past-President of that institution. He is a past 
Treasurer of the Cape Jewish Board of Guardians, and is prominently 
associated with many other Jewish institutions in Cape Town. For four 
years he was also Chairman of the Markets and Slaughter Houses Com- 
mittee, and is now Chairman of the Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee. He is a member of the Cape Peninsula Board of Aid; of the Cape 
Peninsula Publicity Association; a Director of the Broadcasting Co., and 
of other public bodies. 

Mr. Gradner took a prominent part in the discussions regarding the 
Jewish method of slaughtering animals for human consumption, and 
recently gave evidence on. behalf of the City Council, before a Select 
Committee of the House of Assembly in connection with “ The Slaughtering 
of Animals Bill” now before Parliament. 

The first topic of our Couversation (writes a JEWI6H CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative who interviewed him) was the Cape Town Jewish Board of 
Guardians. Mr. Gradner said there was quite a fair number of poor Jews 
in that city. 

“Considering,” he said, “that Jews only number four per cent. of the 
population and we spend approximately £300 a month on poor relief, you 
can appreciate the fact that there isa fair amount of Jewish poverty among 
the Jews living in the Cape. 

* Whenever we lic funds,” went on Mr. Gradner, “ we just issue an 
5.0.5. and the people contribate very handsomely.” 

The Board, which is the oldest Jewish Institution in South Africa, 
was originally known as the Cape Town Jewish Philanthropie Society. 
Some years ago the Jewish Ladies’ Society amalgamated with it. 

Mr. Gracdner said that the approximate number of Jews in Cape Town 
was 14,000; there were five 5ynagogues in Cape Town itself (in 1912 Cape 
Town and its suburbs were unified municipally) and there are a number 


of smaller ones in the suburbs. 


So far as Hebrew and religious instruction were concerned, Mr. 
Gradner said they had one big Talmud Torah which embraced the whole 
of Cape Town. ’ 

Hebrew and Bi-Lingualism. 

Replying to the question whether any progress was being made in 
Hebrew speaking, Mr. Gradner said that very little progress was being 
made in this direction. 

“ You see,” he added, “the children in South Africa have a dual 
language: to learn— English and African Dutch. Both languages are 
compulsory in the schools, and no examination can be passed unless the 
candidate satisfies the examiners in both languages. You will, therefore, 
appreciite the fact that the Jewish boy and girl have a more difficult 
task than the English boy and girl and that they cannot devote themselves 
to the study of Hebrew as they do in this country. 

“ You will be interested to know,” said Mr. Gradner, speaking on the 
saine subject, “that for the Matriculation Examination the South African 
Government are accepting Hebrew as a classical language in place of 
Greek or Latin.” 

Mr. Gradner next referred to the Cape Jewish Orphanage, which was 
founded about twenty years ago and of which Mr. Gradner was one of the 
original founders ; President for two years recently and: at present on the 
Committee and Executive. = 

“There are about seventy children in the Orphanage,” said Mr. 
Gradner, “but in addition to the Orphanage, we have a system whereby 
girls of leaving age are placed in a Girls’ Hostel where they are cared for 
until they are able to maintain themselves. They are thus put in a 
different environment, where they are looke.l uj on as young girls instead 
of children. 

“The Orphanage,” he continued, “is very sound financially. Our 
building and grounds cost £25,000, and are all paid for; and there isa 
surplus reserve of £5,000 in the Bank® There are no liabilities whatever.

Palestine Questions in Parliament. 


The McMahon Correspondence. 


MINISTER'S PERSISTENT REFUSAL TO PUBLISH. 


“UNCONNECTED WITH THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE.” 

In the House of Commons last Friday, Mr. F. S. Cocks (Lab., 
Broxtowe), on a private notice question, asked the Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, whether he was now in a position to make 
a statement regarding the publication of the McMahon-Hussein 
correspondence. 

Dr. SHIELS replied: His Majesty's Government have been 
impressed by the feeling shown in the House of Commons on 
various occasions and especially in the debate on the adjournment 
on May 7th, with regard to the correspondence which took place in 
1915-16, between Sir Henry McMahon and the Sherif Hussein of 
Mecca... They have, therefore, thought it necessary to re-examine 
this correspondence fully in the light of the history of the period 
and the interpretations which have been put upon it. There are 
still valid reasons, entirely unconnected with the question of Pales- 
tine, which render it in the highest degree undesirable in the public 
interest to publish the correspondence. These reasons may be 
expected to retain their force for many years to come. There are 
not sufficient grounds for holding that by this correspondence His 
Majesty's Government intended to pledge themselves, or did, in fact, 
pledge themselves, to the inclusion of Palestine in the projected 
Arab State. Sir H. McMahon bas himself denied that this was his 
intention. The ambiguous and inconclusive nature of the corre- 
spondence may well, however, have left an impression among those 
who were aware of the correspondence that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment had such an intention. 

Mr. Cocks asked whether he had considered publishing that 
part of the correspondence with reference to Palestine and the Arab 
pledge. 

Dr. SHIELS: It is impossible to carry out that request because 
in a case like this you cannot publish partial correspondence. You 
must publish the whole or not at all. 

Mr. MCSHANE (Lab., Walsall) asked whether that was not what 
had actually happened. He had with him paragraph one of the 
second letter to General McMahon in which he guaranteed to recog- 
nise and support the independence of the Arabs. Would it not be 
better to publish all revelant parts as this question was to come 
before the House. | 

Dr. SHIELS : All these points have been taken into consideration. 
The main grievance that was expressed in the debate to which I have 
referred was that this Government had adopted a continuity of 
policy without themselves making a full investigation of the subject. 
In response to the request then made, the whole subject has been 


gone into again. It has taken a lot of time and trouble and all these 


facts have been taken into consideration and I am afraid I cannot 
promise that anything more can be done than that expressed in the 
reply I have given. 


A Momentous Session for the Jews. 


WORK OF JEWISH MEMBERS IN THE HOUSE. 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent. |: 
HousE OF COMMONS. 

A review of the long and gruelling Parliamentary Session which 
ended last week shows that the business of the House of Commons 
has been of special interest to Jews. Palestine has been very much 
in the Parliamentary picture and almost every week questions have 
been put to Ministers regarding Jews and Arabs in that country and 
with referance to the Government's policy, or lack of policy, in 
applying the Mandate. Old members tell me that the House of 
Commons has never b2fore in their recollection heard so much 
about Zionism. There have been endless deputations, speeches and 
questions on an unprecedented scale anl members have at last 
begun to take an interest in what is happening in Palestine. 

Of the fifteen Jewish Members who sit in the House of Commons, 
very few have gone out of their way to champion the Jewish case, 
There are five Labour Members of the Jewish faith, namely, Mr. E. 
Shinwell, Mr. Michael Marcus, Colonel Harry Day, Dr. Marion 


‘Phillips and Mr. G. R. Strauss. 


Mr. Strauss has indicated that he does not wish to be described 
as a Jewish Member and he is totally divorced from Jewish activi- 
ties in the House or outside it. Despite her assimilationist 
tendencies Dr. Phillips has recently shown a desire to give limited 
Support to Zionism. Col. Day is a Member of the Palestine 
Parliamentary group, but he has not associated himself with any 
Jewish or Zionist questions in the House itself. Mr. Shinwell, who 
is now back at the Ministry of Mines, is ready to help the Zionists 
when he thinks it necessary, but he has apparently not felt it 
necessary to take any steps in the critical period since the August 


outbreak in Palestine.

From the Jewish point of view one ofthe most interesting 
Parliamentary “ arrivals " in this House of Commons is Mr, Michael 
Marcus, the young and energetic Member for Dundee, He is 
described as one of the most impressive personalities which the 
Zionist crisig has produced in the past twelve months. Mr. 
Marcus relinquished a legal practice in Edinburgh to take up 
political work about a year ago and he has come rapidly to the 
fore in his Parliamentary career. At the same time he is becoming 
increasingly interested in Zionism which claims much of his heavily 
occupied time. 

Jewish Members in the Conservative Party also number five, 
They are Sir Philip Sassoon, Sir Walter de Frece, Mr. Samuel 
Samuel, Mr. Arthur Michael Samueland Major Salmon. Not one of 
them belongs to the Palestine Parliamentary group. 

The Liberals possess Sir Herbert Samuel, who is one of the 
leading debaters in the House and watches closely every develop- 
ment in Palestine. Mr. James de Rothschild intervened successfully 
in a brief discussion on Palestine earlier in the year. Major H. L. 
Nathan has asked a number of Palestine questions in the past twelve 
months; and the two remaining Jewish Members, Mr. Percy Harris 
and Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha, do not take any part in the work of 
the Palestine Parliamentary group, although the latter may do so 
next Session, as his views are believed to have changed after a 
recent visit to Palestine. 

The departure of Dr. Shiels for Palestine has, I hear, been post- 
poned until the middle of September, after he has carried out 
certain duties at Geneva, under League of Nations auspices, early 
in that month. 

New Economic Developments in Palestine. 
JEWISH NATIONAL FUND LAND PURCHASES. 


THE “ARAB DISPLACEMENT” LIE, 
a Correspondent,— JERUSALEM. } 


The Jewish National Fund has lately made small purchases of 
plantation land near Petach-Tikvah, Haifa, Nessziona, Rehoboth and 
other places, amounting to about 6,000 dunams. The prices paid 
this year were about fifty per cent. lower than those of last year. 
In addition, last year the Arabs demanded cash, whereas this year 
they accepted payments in instalments. The Government has also 
contirmed the lease of 3,000 dunams of land to the Jewish National 
Fund in the Haifa district. 

The Rutenberg electricity supply has now been introduced into 
all the new suburbs of Tel-Aviv. 


The Pa'estine Government has sanctioned the opening of the. 


Bank of the Americin Achuzah Alef Company with a capital of 
100,000 dollars. ‘ 

According to the latest statistics gathered by the International 
Women’s Zionist Organisation, there are now over 15,000 Jewish 
women workers in Palestine, making an increase of about 4.000 
during the last four years. About two-thirds of the women workers 
are to be found in the towns. The rest are occupied in the 
colonies. 

A new branch of the Anglo-Palestine Company will shortly be 
opencd at Rehoboth. 


PALESTINE LAND DEVELOPMENT COMPANY. 


At the Annual Meeting of the Palestine Land Development 
Company held in Jerusalem, it was reported that during the past 
year the official registration was concluded of various purchases, 
consisting of a total area of 52,303 dunams for the total price of 
nearly £P227,000, all these purchases having been made -on advance 
orders from clients. The Company's activities during the period 
under review, as also in the last few years, centred in the Valley of 
Sharon, that was destined to serve as a centre of intensive colonisa- 
tion in the country. By the acquisition of the large Wadi Hawareth 
area and others, both large and small, the Company succeeded in a 
considerable degree to unite the isolated areas in Jewish possession 
in this neighbourhood and to lay the foundation for the creation 
of a district of intensive Jewish settlements, similar to that of 
the Valley of Esdraelon, to the acquisition of which the Com- 
pany dedicated its activities in the previous years. The 
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Company sold from the urban landsin stock, 89 plots and nine shops 
of a total area of 66,242 square metres for the sum of £733,495. 
On these urban areas acquired and prepared by the Company a wide 
development has been carried out. The Hadar Hacarmel Quarter in 
Haifa, which is now the Jewish Haifa, was created and combined 
into the present vast area from innumerable purchases of small areas 
during a period of fourteen years. In Jerusalem there has been 
created in the course of years,on the land purchased by the Company 
from the Greek Orthodox Patriarchate and improved by the Com. 
pany by modern town-planning schemes and the opening of roads, 
three Jewish centres which are steadily developing ; the first is the 
Rehaviah quarter, the second the business quarter at the Antimos 
Garden and the third the new business centre adjoining the Birkett 
Mamillah Street and the road leading to the railway station. 

In connection with the evidence of Arab experts cited before 
the Inquiry Commission asserting that many of the tenants of the 
land purchased by Jews were obliged to emigrate to America, the 
Palestine Land Development Company made investigations and 
collected detailed material as to the whereabouts of the tenants who 
had cultivated the villages in the Esdraelon Valley before it passed 
into Jewish hands. It appears that in all there were 688 tenants in 
these villages, and at the time the investigations were being made 
it was found that 37 of these had died. Of the remaining 651, there 
are 526, that is 81 per cent., who still carry on their agricultural 
work in the villages in the northern districts of Palestine, that is to 
say, in places near their former homes, and 84, equal to about 
13 per cent., now work in the cities as vendors of vegetables and 
milk, on building works and as camel drivers. The whereabouts of 
the remaining 41 could not be ascertained.

NEW RESTRICTIONS AT THE WAILING WALL. 


Several new regulations governing the conduct of the Jewish 
service of Lamentations were instituted at the Wailing Wall by the 
Government on the 9th of Ab. In accordance with the communica- 
tion of the Governor. of Jerusalem, Mr. Keith Roach, to Rabbi Blau 
and Mr. Meyouhas, the use of candles and carpets was prohibited 
at the Wall. and the Kiddush Levonoh (Blessing of the Moon) 
service was omitted by order of the Government. 

Although the new restrictions were designed to protect the 
Jews from interference by hostile Arabs, much indignation was 
expressed among the Jews.’ Some discomfort was experienced, as 
the worshippers who assembled at the Wailing Wall on the night of 
the 9th Ab had to go through the service of Lamentations almost in 
darkness. In accordance with the promise of the Governor, the 
Wailing Wall was strongly guarded and the authorities prohibited 
all street assemblies. 


The Wailing Wall Commission.

PRESIDENTS STATEMENT. 


The President of the Wailing Wall Commission, Judge E. 
Lofgren, arrived at Stockholm from Jerusalem on Monday. He said 
that it seemed as if the Commission's work had not been in vain, 
The facts of the case had been revealed, which usually had a cooling 
effect on roused feelings, and the disputed questions had been 
reduced to their correct proportions. That the tension between 
Moslems and Jews was less marked now had been manifested 
recently when an important Jewish festival in Jerusalem had passed 
off without disturbance. The Judge’ referred to his final statement 
in Jerusalem that the Commission was prepared to consider pro- 
posals for a reconciliation up to September 1. From every point of 
view he considered that this would be desirable, as it would make it 
unnecessary for the Commission to promulgate a legal decision,

Jewish Grievances Against the Government. 


MEMORANDUM OF FOREIGN JEWISH REPRESENTATIVES. 
A memorandum has been presented by Congressman Bloom, of 
the United States, Deputy Dr. Nurock, of Latvia, Deputy Rosmarin, 
of Poland, and Mr. Kentridge, M.P., of South Africa, Jewish repre- 


sentatives at the Inter-Parliamentary Congress in London, to the — 


Secretary of State for the Colonies, setting out the Jewish grievances 
against the British policy in Palestine. The memorandum states 
that in 1919, the Jews throughout the world asked that the Palestine 
Mandate should be entrusted to Great Britain. The Jews had full 
confidence in the British Government, basing themselves on the 
past attitude of Great Britain towards the Jews and the Zionist 
problem. Now, however, declares the memorandum, the confidence 
of the Jews in the British Government has been shaken by the sad 
riots in Palestine in August, 1929, and by the series of events 
following the riots. It further draws attention to the fact that no 
steps have been taken to create a Jewish section of police, that 
the Arabs still constitute the majority of the Palestine police force 
and that the outlying Jewish colonies are still badly provided with 
means of defence.

Moreover, the Government has made 
the entire work of the Jewish National Home in Palestine dependent 
on tbe report of one expert. In conclusion, the Memorandum 
declares that the uncertainty produced among the Jews by the action 
of the Government had resulted .in a serious decrease of the influx 
of contributions and capital for Jewish work in Palestine.

Jews Win in a Land Dispute. 


The trial concerning the Arab claim to the Infiat land at 
Hederah, which has lasted for nineteen months, has ended. The 
Court found that 62 acres of the land belonged to the State and that 
the Bedouins had a right to use that area as a pasture ground. The 
Court decided, however, that most of the disputed land extending 
towards the shore was the rightful property of the Jewish colonists 
of Hederah and that the Arabs had no claim to it. 


Arab Terror Gang Sentenced. 

The trial has been held at Haifa of the members of the Arab 
gang which terrorised Upper Galilee after the August riots. Five 
ofthem have been sentenced to imprisonment for seven years and 
two of them have been sentenced to imprisonment for two years. 
Their leader, Achmed Tafish, was already sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment some time ago in connection with the Safed riots. 


Land of Israel News Items. 


419 JEWS immigrated into Palestine and 105 Jews emigrated from 
Palestine in June.

With the holiday season at its height business on the Stock 
Exchange is very small. The twenty-one day account which is now 
ending has had only one redeeming feature. Money for investment 
has continued to impart firmness to the gilt-edged section. 
Improvement in the exchanges and the prospect that the drain of 
gold on French account is coming to an end has stimulated invest- 
ment support, and gilt-edged securities still benefit by the lack of 
speculative interest. The general tendency elsewhere has been 
unsettled. Foreign bonds as a whole remain dull, although in 
European scrips Austrian Sevens have had some attention. Without 
any great volume of selling being experienced, Home rails have been 
adversely affected by the dividend statements and the unsatisfac- 
tory traffics. There is a paucity of business in Argentine rails with 
narrow fluctuations in accordance with the movement in the ex- 
change. With shocks still being administered, such as the post- 
ponement by Waring and Gillow of the Preference dividend, 
industrials have experienced forced liquidation in several directions. 
The closing of the account has witnessed .a slight rally in afew 
instances, but mainly it can be attributed to bear covering. There, 
however, is a more hopeful feeling that conditions may improve 
with the approach of the autumn. Breweries are showing to some 
advantage in view of the generally good results coming forward. 


Watney Combe’s Revaluation. 


Excellent results are slown by Watney Combe Reid & Co., 
Limited, and indicate the continued prosperity of the brewery 
trade. For the year ended June 20th last net trading profit is 
£156,056 higher at £1,629,001. The previous year’s figure, however, 
was after charging £114,078 in respect of expenses in connection 
with the purchase of shares in Huggins & Co., and the London and 
Burton Brewery. The Debentures issued to finance the acquisi- 
tions require £106,711 more this time. Thus the net balance is 
£79.345 larger at £1,842,805. For the fourth consecutive year 
an increased distribution is made on the £3,185,410 of Deferred 
Ordinary stock. A final dividend of 12 per cent. is declared 
together with a cash bonus of 1 per cent. making 21 per cent. 
compared with 20 per cent. for 1928-29. A year ago £400,000 was 
placed to a new property improvement and contingency reserve, 
together with £159,455 from general reserve. From this £100,000 
has been taken towards expenditure on properties. A further 
£400,000 is now carried to that reserve and £353,367 is carried 
forward, against £291,161 last time. The balance-sheet makes an 
important revelation.

Australian Banking. 


A slight reduction in profits is recorded by the Commercial 
Banking Company of Sydney for the year to June 30th last. The 
net result is £637,619, compared with £655,195 for 1928-29. A final 
dividend of 5 per cent. is declared, making 10 per cent. which has 
been paid for many years past. A large expansion has taken place 
in recent years, and since 1925 the: authorised capital has been 
doubled at £12,000,000, and the amount issued has been increased 
from £6,000,000 to £9,478,025.

PRUNELLA (Everyman). 


This is a welcome revival of H. Granville Barker and Laurence 
Housman’s play. It is a queer piece, fanciful, poetic and mocking, 
alternately tossed on the crests of beauty and sinking into the troughs of 
the prosaic. It makes pictores for the eye rather than for the mind, and 
would make a perfect ballet. Indeed, that is how it appears in this 
revival—a ballet with words and the ripple «f music by Joseph Moorat 
that accompanied it was deliciously Mozartian and charmingly in keeping 
with the fantasy. This isa play that can be ruined by bad actin’, and 
fortunately there was nothing to complain of in this. respect at the Every- 
man. Ernest Milton was magnificent as Vierrot. He brought his own 
characteristic brand of swagycring melancholy to the part of the strolling 
player, who, with his band of mummers, invades the yew-bound prison 
of a home where Prunella lives, secure from life and from pain. 
A new act has been written to fill in the gap between 
Prunella’s Hight with Pierrot and her disillusioned homecoming. It is 
exceilent stuffin itself and well in keeping with the rest of the play, but 
it has the effect of making the last act scem superfluous. It shows the 
troupe on its travels and explains why Prunella returns to her old home, 
broken by her first contact with the unrcasoning selfishness of life. But 
the play has gained little by this insistent representation of facts which 
wero before quite effectively left to the imagination and the commentary 
of the last act. A more serious result of the addition is that the excep- 
tional leng h of the play brings flagging interest. This type of thing is 
poised so delicately on the tip of poetic fantasy that the addition of one 
extra brick sets the whole edifice rocking on the brink of boredom. It is 
only the authors’ sense of word-painting that saves it from collapse. 
Joan Ilarben’s Prunella started almost woodenly, but she made amends 
later when she acted with charming high spirits and pathetic simplicity. 
Margarct Halstan had a quiet dignity in the part of one of the aunts. She 
is the kind of actress who makes any part she plays, however small, a 
notable performance. A remarkable feat of endurance was performed by 
Neil Porter, who, during three acts, with only a couple of tiny intervals 
when he came to life, stood so perfectly still as a statue of Love that one 
could not tell, by the closest scrutiny, that he was other than grey 
stone. R.M.S.

The Promenade Concerts. 


The programme of each Promenade Concert season provides a kind of 
barometer to the public’s musical taste, and one notes with interest that 
the thirty-sixth season, which begins to-morrow, reveals a distinct 
upward trend. Individuals are bound to find cause for discontent : there is 
still not enough Brahms, or too much Bach, or even too little Chaikovsky, 
but the most specialised appreciation could hardly fail to find one evening 
of unalloyed delight. Wagner still tyrannically dominates Monday night, 
but Haydn and Mozart (wisely in this case) are dethroned from Tuesday, 
yielding place to mixed “ heavy” programmes. Wednesday is shared by 

jach and Brahms, but three Brandenburgs in one evening is significant 
of Bach's progress towards “popularity.” Thursday is’ all-British 
night again, although the programme makers appear to have. been 
hard put to it to find sufficient material for eight concerts. Friday 
night is Beethoven night, despite the counter-claims of a popular adver- 
tisement, and Saturday this year affords not quite such a ridiculous 
agglomeration of ill-assorted snippets as it has in the past. I should like 
to see one or two further evenings devoted to individual composers, 
especially Schubert, Delius and Franck. Once more the items drawn 
from Russian composers are regrettably and unnecessarily hackneyed. 
As usual a number of new works are to be given, six out of the twelve 
being drawn from British composers. With the B.B.C. placing the 
orchestra on a permanent basis we may expect considerable progress 
towards the technical finish and especially the corporate unity which are 
the bases of the foreign orchestras’ success and in this regard, particularly, 
the 36th season promises more than ever before, H

The Rabbis picture the heart of man as a 
dwelling-house in which different kinds of 
tenants are eager to lodge. It is not a 
fortress with strong walls powerful enough to 
keep out intruders. On the contrary, it is,as 
Jeremiah said, “exceeding weak.” It is, 
however, open to receive good tenants as 

‘ well as bad. Our Sages tell us that” as often 
a$ the words of the Torah appear and find 
the chambers of ‘the heart free, they enter 
ahd dwell therein. The evil inclination has 
no domination over these, and they cannot 
be moved.” That is a picturesque way of 
saying that provided our natures are giving 
full play to the better things of life, the nesty 
things, the things that would pull us down 
aud degrade us, cannot exercise any power 
over us. 

THE HAMMER. 


One of the reasons why the Rabbis set such 
great store by study was that the student, 
oecupied with the holy words of the Torah, 
would have no time to give rein to the evil 
inclination. The latter is compared in the 
Talmud to an ugly monster: “My son, if 
this ugly one meets you, drag him into the 
school-house. If he is a stone, he will ‘be 
gtound into powder; if he is iron, he will 
be broken into pieces ; as it is said (Jeremiah 
xxiii, 29), Is not my word like unto a fire? 
saith the Lord, and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rocks in pieces??” What is 
true of the individual is true of the com- 
munity, of the nation, of mankind generally. 
Where peace is practised, there is no room 
fot war. Where charity is done, there is no 
room for oppression. In short, “the way to 
mend the bad world is to create the right 
world.” When the idols are shattered; God 
is set upon His throne.
